THe aver- 
age of nine to ten parties who used to 
go ‘thromgh Buckingham palace and 
Marlborough house a few seasons ag 
ras increased this year tq forty or there- 
ebouts with the result that an extra 
staff of attendants and guides had tv 
be employed. Marlborough house ap- 
pears to have had greater attraction for 
y.sitors than even Buckingham palaco 
especially with women who all want 
to» see the children of the prince and 
princess of Wales. 

What surprised the household servants 
rost was that nearly every party came 
around with an official document autho-. 
izing admission. In every instance the3> 
were signed by the Lord Chamberlain 
o- by Sir Dighton Probyn, the keeper 
of the prince of Wales’s privy purse. 
There were so many Americans disap- 
pcinted last year that at the beginning

which have led. Willlam Smith, an old 
man of the Quaker persuasion, to de 
vote the last twenty years of his life 
and a large share of his fortune to 
gathering what is undoubtedly the most 
gruesome collection-.of holy inquisition 
relics to be found in Great Britain—and 
perhaps in the world. They compr.se 
some eight hundred leather-clad figures, 
most of them as grotesquely hideous and 
horrible as distorted imaginations and 
perverted artistic talents could render 
them. They range in size from effigies 
of lilliputian dimensions to those of he- 
roic size. Among them devils and hob- 
goblins predominate. They were used to 
insp:re terror among the victims of the 
helping them to realize 
what their lot would be in the next 
world if they did not yield to the per- 
suasive powers of the thumbscrew and 
the rack and other instruments of tor- 
ture, and abandon their heresies. Some 
of them were employed m church pro- 
cessions to stimulate the faithful to make 
more generous contributions and to in- 
spire an ignorant populace with a whole- 
some respect for folk who claimed to 
have power to save them from such 
hideous monsters. 

Until a short time ago the existence 
of this grim collection of medieval hor- 
rors was unknown except to a few of 
Mr. Smith’s intimate friends. But re- 
cently he has built a private museum 
for the reception of his leather imps 
and demons. Their conveyance from the 
cellars in which they had been for years 


accumulating to their new abode, through 


busy thoroughfares, and nm broad day- 
HMght, naturally attracted no Httle at- 
tention. A gaping crowd followed the 
vans containing: the collection to their 
destination, and thus the general public 
learned of the old: Quaker’s strange 
hobby. ? 
Hé is a Recluse. 

Mr.Smith’shabits are those of a re- 
cluse. No miser guards his gold more 
jealously than he does his chamber of 
horrors. It was with considerable diffi- 
culty that some days later I succeeded 
in obtaining admission to it. Built on 
what was once the backyard of the 
house he occupies in Kennington, one 
of London’s most populous districts, tt 
is a spacious apartment some thirty by 
forty feet, and twenty feet high. It is 
lighted from above by skylights guarded 
by fron bars. The walls afe fire-proof 
and electric bells and wires afford ad- 
ditional protection—entirely superfluous 
one would imagine—against thieves and 
burglars. With the figures grouped 
about it so as to display to the greatest 
advantage their grotesque hideousness, 
the place seemed Iike the Incarnation 
of a horrrd nightmare. From the an- 
clent leather vestments of the weird 
images emanated an odor suggestive of 
anything but the sanctity of the church,, 
to whose zeal for the conversion of 
heretics they owed their origin. : 

Their owner, a man of nearly four- 
score years, and of singularly benign 
seemed strangely. out of place 
amid such gruesome surroundmegs. But 
evidently he. regarded the coiection as 
the crowning achievement of a _ well- 
spent Hfe. Had it been some beatific 
vision, vouchsafed to an old man to 
cheer his declining years, he could hardly 
gave upon it with more satisfaction. 
And the smell of it he fairly revelied 
in as indisputable evidence of the an- 
tiquity of his treasures. 

With much pride he told me that he 
had expended over 20,000 pounds ($100,- 
000) in amassing the collection. He 
valued it at $125,000, and no doubt he 
could easily get that sum for it should 
he ever be persuaded to sell «, but no 
sordid consideration of pecuniary profit 
had prompted the patience, persistency 
and enthusiasm which he had devoted 
to its acquisition. 

Stolen From Old Church. 

The collection, he said, had origmally 
been stolen from an old church in Lis- 
bon, some three hundred years ago, by 
a Spanish grandee, Don Carlos Sebas- 


set sail for England, and there disposed 
of the lot. They were scattered all over 
the land after that; not a few of tuem 
finding their way into low-ceilinged ba- 
ronia] halls, where their presence im- 
parted variety ‘to the decorations. 

For nearly sixty years William Smith 
lived in tgnorance of their existence. He 
kept a. poultry shop in Lendon, and be- 
ing a shrewd dealer, made a lot of 
money out of it, which he doubled by 
judicious investments in real. estate. He 
had never married; he was a stranger 
to the joys of domestic life, and as the 
years rolled. by and his prosperity In- 
creased, he began to yearn for some 
other object in ‘existence than the mere 
accumulation of wealth, for this strange 
man cared nothing for the luxuries of 
iMfe which money can command. By 
chanee one of the old odoriferous leath- 
er imps fell into his possession and 
seemed to exercise a strange fascination 
over him. He reaq the story of Don 
Sebastian’s raid on the old Lisbon 
church, obtained various must-- docu- 


ments relating to it, and conceived the 
idea that he would make it his chief 
aim. in what. remained to him of life, to 
hunt up the scattered collection and ac- 
quire possession of it. He developed in- 
finite pains and patience to his task, 
tracking leather-skinned demons and 
hobgoblins to their varioug Jairs all over 
the country, never resting content when 
he had spotted one until he had become 
its owner. He believes that he has now 
cornered the whole of the strange 
freight which the sacreliglous Don Se- 
bastian sold to Bsnglish heretics three 
hundred years ago. In that knowledge 
he . seems to find as much hap- 
piness as other men derive from 
the possession of fine residences, 
beautiful pictures, parks, flower gar- 
dens and other things that are supposed 


to be most worth striving for. He 
passes most of his time itn his private 
chamber of horrors, fondling his relics 
of holy inquisition. Ag before observed, 
there is no accounting for tastes. 

She Devil With Her Fork. 

The old man consented to pose for his 
photograph seated between two of his 
most prized relics. One of them repre- 
serits a she devil holding aloft a male 
devotee of pleasure impaled on a tnree- 
pronged fork. Around the handle is 
twisted a snake with its fangs buried in 
the victim's vitals. The latter holds in 
his left hand a wine cup from which 
the HMquor in which he can no longer 
find solace ‘for hig trouble is flowing to 
the floor. His crown is tumbling off uis 
head, and to complete his discomfiture, 
from a money chest, which he graSps tn 
his left hand, the coins are falline out. 
On the other side a he devil js shown in 
the act of coasting a female sinner into 
the flames. In another group, of which 
1 obtained a phofograph, the power of 
the church over demons is allegorically 
portrayed. Incited by a prelate who 
holds an effigy of the crucified Savior, 
a dragon has seized a devil, and is flog- 
ging him with a whip made of snakes. 

The collection includes panel pictures 
painted on raised leather, which adorn- 
ed the walls of the Holy Inqulsition’s 
torture chambers. Some of them depict 
writhing victims of both sexes undergoing 
the worst cruelties that human devilry 
could inflict upon them in the name of 
religion. Others are designed to show 
the still worse fate that awalts imprn- 
itent hereticg at the hands of the dev.ds 
of the nether regions. 

Not the least interesting things of this 
queer aggregation of horros are several) 
specimens of the doors through which 
passed those who had been doomed to 
suffer for their faith. Except for the 
framework, they are of leather,”one of 
whose virtues is that of being a non- 
conductor of sound—a most desirable 
quality where shrieks and groans are 
to be kept from offending sensitive ears. 
Diabolical ingenuity has been exercised 
in their design. Their purpose was to 
terrify victims on the threshold, to ban- 
ish hope and awaken despair. One ot 
them shows, on the outsidé janes, 
Father Time overlooking the sorrowful 
partings of heretics from thelr friends.

In this | 
manner a veritable fleet of Russian fili- 
busters has succeeded -in leaving Amer- 
ican ports without detection. Some- 
times they have gone to European- 
Russian ports, but more often their des- 
tinatlon has been a Chinese or Man- 
churian port in touch with the Russian 
headquarters. Nobody but the Russian 
secret service and war office knows the | 
number of these contraband smugezlers, 
not even in most cases the manufactur- 
ers themselves, whose sole knowledge 
was often that goods were to be deliv- 
ered at a certain place on a certain day 
in certain packages. It is a fact, how- 
ever, well known to tnose who kept in 
touch with -the situation, that Japanese 
cruisers’ have succeeded in snapping tp 
at least six of these vessels in the China 
sea alone. How many others have been 
captured ‘tthe Japanese have never dis- 
closed, and that fact jis quite as much 
as any otner an essential part of this 
remarkable situation. 

Instead of noising abroad the capture 
of these filibustering expeditions, the 
government of the mikado has almost 
invariably confined itself to’ the brief 
statement from time to time that a 
Russian ‘‘coal collier’’ had been inter- 
cepted. The result was that these three 
and four line dispatches failed to arouse 
suspicion and were forgotten, one might 
almost say, before they were read. This 
was precisely the result aimed at by 
the Japanese, and the explanation is 
not so difficult as it might seem. The 
Japanese have been doing a little fili- 
bustering business themselves and have 
been looking for more. all the time. 
The difference seems to have been that 
waile Japan was successful in keeping 
her slightest move an impenetrable ge- 
cret, geetting safely into her lines ey- 
erything that she had ordered, Russia's 
every movement was discoovered by the 
Japanese, who prevented her from get- 
ting pretty much everything she had 
bougat. In many cases the Russian 
buyers have turned out to be practical- 
ly nothing more than involuntary pur- 
chasing agents for the enemy. 

In other words, Japan. more than 
Russia, profited by Russia’s filibuster- 
ing trade. It fworked to Japan's advan- 
tage in both ays. She not only got 
what ghe had purchased, but pretty 
nearly all that Russia purcnased. Thus 
it happened that there was not the 
slightest reason why Japan should sound 
the alarm and arouse the world powers, 
as long as cargoes of ammunition and 
ordnance were finding. their way. thanks 
to Togo’s blockade, to Nagaski and 
Sasebo, instead of Manchurian and Rus- 
sian ports. It would have been poor 
statesmansnip and worse business for 
the Japanese to complain.

The shipment ‘of submarines was 
fraught with danger and difficulty from 
the start. The first complete boat that 
went over was of the Holland type. 
It was literally taken to pieces and ar- 
rived at Cronstadt in carefully boxed 
fragments. At the imperia] dockyards 
tnere it took them nearly a month to 
assemble the thing, and when it was al] 
done they could not make it work until 
American experts taught. the Ruselans 
how_to operate the boats. The plan of 
shipping submarines in installments was 
abandoned and the two following Hol- 
land boats were sent over with the ma- 
chinery and tne working parts intact 
and the hull practicaly complete. 

Isstead of crating the boats as before, 
the entire craft was placed on a big 
float under a cargo of coal and was 
towed by special hired tugs to Montauk 
Point, Long Island, where a filibuster- 
ing steamer was ready in waiting to re- 
ceive the smuggled submarines. It {ae 
Known that three submarines of the 
Holland type and more than a dozen 
of the Lake.type were smuggled across 
the water in this manner. In order: to 
elude the possible vigilance of the rail- 
road officers, the machinery and the 
hull were shipped separately to some 
point agreed on, situated usually on the 
Hudson river, where, under cover of 
night, they were transferred from the 
freight station to tne floats. Many such

For example, the 
best that could be done to protect her 
deck was to cover it with square street 
paving blocks, which not only served 
as a protection, but diverted attention 
from the real character of her cargo, 
and made her look like a merchantman. 
The “Bayern” is now lying off Port 
Arthur, where she was sunk by the Japa- 
nese in. attempting to run the blockade.

Odd Street Scenes. 

Indeed, the street scenes of this city 
are stranger than those of any town m 
Europe north of the Alps. Puerto Prin- 
cipe is the land of the cow and the cow- 
boy. Men, who look as though they 
might have come from the Argentine 
pampas, ride through the streets on 
rugged ponies. Each has a machete or 
sword at his belt and all wear huge 
Great carts drawn by ogen, with 
down-hanging heads, yoked to tongueg as 
hig as telegraph poles, drag their creak- 
ing way along, goaded by the drivers 
beside them. Goat wagons owned by 
peddlers are common, and hay wagons, 
bread wagons, milk wagons, all hauled 
by goats, are everywhere seen. Some- 
tumes one Jlong-bearded white or black 
animal does the pulling, and sometimes 
two, but in every case the driver walks 
along beside and directs the way. There 
are also peddlers, who carry their wares 
in panniers on horses. There are milk- 
men. with their cans slung to each side 
of the saddle and fruit peddlers, who 
carry oranges, bananas and pineapples 
about upon the:r ponies 

Let us stop one of the milkmen and get 
a drink. How queer the milk tastes. Ik 
igs scalded to make it keep, and salt is 
sometimes put in for that punpose. in 
deed, Cuba is a land of boiled milk and 
salted milk, and it is almost impossible 
to buy a glasg of cold, fresh milk outside 
Havana. At the hotels it is sold boiled. 
and boiled milk is served with the coffee. 
Two pitchers, one containing boiled milk 
and the other hot coffee, are brought in 
by the waiter. He first pours in th 
milk, almost filling your cup, and then 
the coffee, which is as black as ink and 
ag bitter as gall.

Camaguey Stores. 

There is a great dea] of business done 
in these Cuban cities. The stores are 
scattered. You find them mixed up witb 
the residences.

Cuban Cattle Ranches. 

This is one of the best stock growing 
provinces of Cuba. There are large 
ranches scattered throughout Puerto 
Principe and many big ones not far 
from Camaguey.

pe southern states and shipping them. 
to Cuba. They have also been bringing 
in oattlie from Venezuela, Mexico auu 
elsewhere, They are importing stock not 
only for beef, but also for breeding, and 
the result is that an American cattle 
industry promises to grow up here in the 
heart of Cuba. 

Many of the cattle bought are yearl- 
ings, which will sell for double what 
they cost if kept for twelve months, 
Qthers are brought in to fatten and sell 
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at once,,and others still to be used as 
draft animals. A large part of the farm- 
ing of Cuba is done with oxen. They 
are better than mules, as the latter: are 
cowards in the mudand will not work well 
with wet feet. The oxen will pull any- 
where, and a good steer will bring more 
money as an ox than for beef. An ox is 
valued according to his work. If he will 
Plow and work in harness and has what 
may be termed general] purpose qualities 
he is worth about $80. There are ox 
teams here which sell rapidly for $200 
apiece, 
Money in Stock. 

I talked last night with Captain Cush- 
man A. Rice, formerly corinected with 
the United States infantry, but who is 
now engaged in stock farming near Ca- 
maguey. He has several large ranches 
and is importing cattle from the United 
States and breeding and fattening them 
for the Cuban markets. 

He tells me that cattle can be raised 
more profitable here than in North 
America, They require but little care and 
no grain, feeding out of doors the year 
round. On one of Captain Rice’s ranches 
two men Only are required to look after 
1,000 head of stock, and I have heard 
Others estimate that one man coukd 
care for that number. 

I asked something as to the prices of 
lands. Captain Rice replied: 

“Good cattle ranches within 30 miles 
of Camaguey cannot be bought for less 
than $12 per acre. Fairly good grazing 
lands within that radlus can be had for 
$8 per acre, and poorer land sulted for 
cattle as low ag $1 per acre. The best 
cattle land is made by clearing the virgin 
land of tle heavy timber and seeding It 
to guinea grass. It ts estimated that 
an acre and a quarter of guinea gerass 
wil] keep one animaf the year round. 

“In One such pasture of 650 acres on 
my ranch, Las Sophia, we fed 1,300 cat- 
tle for three months during the worst of 
the dry season. This was more than the 
pasture could support right along, and 
we would not think of keeping that many 
head to the acre tlie year round.” 

American Cattle in Cuba. 

“How about importing cattle from the 
United States into Cuba? Does it pay?” 

“Of course it pays or we would not be 
in the business. An average Texas cow 
3 years Old or older sells in its local] 
markets at from $29 to $32. That cow 
if placed on guinea grass and used for 
breeding purposes will in one year give 
a yearling calf which can be sold for 
$19 or $20. A Texas steer, 3 years old 
or over, when fixzst landed, costs from $30 
to $33, and when fattened on guinea 
grass for ten months it will yield from 
$43 to $49. This is in the local markets 
for beef. ‘Beef cattle on the hoof bring 
5 or 6 cents a pound; and I have sold 
good grade cows, short horns and Here- 
fords, not thorough-breds, for as high as 
$55 aipiece. Cuba does not begin to sup- 
ply its own demand for cattle, and it 
probably will not do so for the next six o; 
seven years. a 
‘Indeed, I know of nothing in Cuba thay 
Offers better opportunities just now than 
Stock raising. This ig the ideal country 
for cattle raising for one who has a 
capital of from $8,000 to $100,000. The 
Btock require no grain ahd they can be 
reared more cheaply than in any stock 
eountry in the United States. Nearly 
all sorts of cattle do well, 
it is safe to say that 80 per cent of the 
cows will drop a calf each year. 
g00d care and attention, after acclimati- 
zation, & per cent should cover all the 
losses, including ‘that of the calves.”’ 
Cattle Diseases in Cuba. 

“How about cattle diseases?’’ 

“Cuba has no special cattle diseases.,”’ 
replied Captain Rice, “although we 
have such drawbbacks as ticks and screw 
worms. Ticks are by far the worse; 
but they can be gotten off by washing 
the animals with a mixture of kerosene. 
water and salt. or with other prepara- 
tions used for the purpose. The screw 
worms are caused by flies blowing 
scratches or cuts on the animals, ani 
they are cured by the use of crude chi*- 
roform with an application of pine tar. 
Neither ticks nor screw worms bother 
fat cattle or those in good condition 
They are chiefly confined to the poor 
among the newly imported cattle. Such 
cattle must be treated for them or the; 
will get the Texas fever and die.”’ 

Colonel Donovan, a well known stock 
man of St. Joseph, Mo., in speaking to 
me of the cattle possibilities of Cubs. 
said:

the Congo Free

DEAD BODIES CARVED 
AND USED FOR FOOD 


Belgian Officials Make Natives Eat 
the Bodies of Murdered Com- 
rades—Stories of Atroci- 
ties That Are Almost 
Incredible. 


Special Cable. 

London, September 2.—The coming au- 
tumn is expected to see great develop- 
ments in the agitation against the atroc- 
ities in the Congo Free State. In the 
first place the report is expected from the 
commission of inquiry into the outrages. 
This document is now in the hands of 
King Leopold. 

Meetings are being arranged all over 
the country, to commence in October. In 
all probability the lord mayor wil] pre- 
side over a great gathering in the Man- 


The Rev. J. H. Harris, of the Congo 
Balolo mission at Baringa, who has just 
returned to this country, hag brought 
with him a vast amount of material in 
Support of the charges against the ad- 
miniStration. Mr. Harris states that sev. 
eral of the officials known to be impli- 
cated in the report are bolting from the 
Congo—with the suspected connivance of 
the governmént—and, in an interview ves- 
terday, he told the tragic but typical, 
story of one affair whic occupied the 
commission for some time, namely, the 
expedition conducted by M. Hannotte, the 
agent of the Abir Company, against 
Samb-ekota, and the arming of the Abir 
sentries with Albini.rifies. 

Horrible Story, 

Writing to the secretary of the commis- 
sion on January 20, 1905, Mr. Harri re- 
prints, with corroborative remarks ¢? his 
own, the following story of a reliable na- 
tive eye-witness: 

‘I went with M. Hannotte when he 
made the raid on Ekota. | accompanied

inland. We anchored at the Samba beath 
and slept the first night at Samba itself. 
Next morning we. started. We were 
armed with guns, and the Samba people 
accompanying us bore spears, shields and 
bows and arrows in order to assist. To- 
ward evening we settled down in the 
forest dor the night. Next day we sur- 
prised the Ekota people. 

“We met two boys at the entrance of 
the town. These were killed, but M 
Hannotte gave orders to kil] only grown 
men in future. The fighters went in 
every direction and kWled very many. At 
one place we saw a foot lying on the 
ground, and M. Hannotte said: “Throw it 
away.” 

Wholesale Murder. 

“Purther on we saw a murdered wom- 
an. M. Hannotte ordered her corpse to 
be thrown into the bush. I saw at least 


| five corpses, but many people were kill- 


ed that I did not notice. 

“M. Hannotte himself saw many of 
the corpses. The dead bodies were cut up 
and eaten by the Samba people and oth- 
ers, with M. Hannotte’s knowledge. 
“The Chief Nsumbo Ngengi came and 
made peace, agreeing in future to bring 
rubber. 7 

“At the time of the visit to the com- 
mission of inquiry M. Hannotte was, 
said Mr. Harris, ‘returning from Europe 
to the Congo. The commission of in- 
quiry met him further down river, and 
interrogated him with reference to the 
maladministration for which he was re- 
sponsible. 

“He replied to the commission, the 
secretary of which sent me a copy ef 
his depositions, saying: 

“‘T took part in no expedition against 
Samb-ekota, and no Albinig were taken. 
In the month of October I made a 
peaceful expedition to this village and 
Owaers of the region. I had an escort of 
five men armed with Albini rifies, and 
many carriers.’ 

“On May 8 Dr. Vogt, the investigat- 
ing magistrate, visited my station to 
make inquiries into the many atrocities 
that bad been committed in that dis - 
trict, but he said before he entered into 
these he wished to ask me a few ques- 
tions with regard to the administration 
of certain individuals, but, he said, I 
must first pledge myself. nelther to pub- 
lish nor to speak in public upon the 
miatters to which he was about .to refer. 

More Atrocities. 

“T told him I could on no account 
give such a pledge, because I knew far 
more atrocities than had ever been 
brought to light, and it was quite susely 
that’ I knew already what he had in his 
papers. However, I did promise him 
that I would not publish nor speak in 
public upon those matters which had not 
been previously known to me. 

“Then, he said, did I know anything 
about M. Hannotte’s éxpedition against 
certain villages, at which he lied a 
farge number of gpeople, and at which 
he forced his fighters with a pistol at 
their heads to eat the corpses of the 
people killed. 

“IT told him that I had already called 
the attention of the commission of in- 
quiry to this affair. The only point of 
which I was in ignorance was that he 
held thé pisto] to the heads of his fight-

All the big packing firms v* 
the United States have branch houses 
in Cuba; and the Armours and Swifts 
have smokehouses here where they cue 
their own hams. One sees American 
Lams.for sale in nearly every provision 
store and our lard is used everywhere 

The average wholesale price of live 
hogs has for years been frum 7 to 8 
cents a pound, and it is not likely ta 
fall. Hogs do well all over the island, 
and that without grain. They feed oy 
grass, the nuts of the oj] palms anc 
vegetables. They have regular trails 
from palm tree to palm tree, and gs 
from one to another picking the nuts aa 
they fall. It is estimated that it shouly 
not cost more than from @ to $4 each 
to produce hogs of ifom two hundred

Week in Wall Street. 

New York, September 2.—With the 
virtual conclusion of peace betWeen Rus- 
sia and Japan the week marked an 
epoch in the financla}) and Industrial 
markets of the world. How much the 
great bankers of Europe and America 
contributed to this end may never be 
known, There is a popular notion, how- 
ever,what the persuasive powers of 
finghoe overcame the arts and wiles of 
diplomacy, and that the last word was 
spoken by those who belleved both com- 
batants had reached a point dangerously 
neam™ financial exhaustion. To the out- 
sider and those speculators still commit- 
ted to higher prices, the stock market's 
acceptance of the peac news must have 
been both surprising and disappointing. 
The momentary spurt on Tuesday was 
but a flash in the pan, and represented 
scarcely more than belated buying by 
these who seemed to expect that an ime 
mediate and further rise would follow 
the great event. On the contrary, it 
gave the professional element and its 
gollowers an opportunity of which. they 
had partly availed themselves a few days 
before. They “sold on the gopd news,”’ 
thereby showing strict observance of a 
tradition almost as old .as Wall street. 
This movement was followed by the ap- 
pearance of the “‘tight money bogey,’ 
which brought lower prices all around 


jj and gave the market the most serious 


setback it hag known since the June ad- 
vance. Keen disappointment at the 
course of our market was expressed by 
London and other continental centers, 
which bought here at the firs, announce- 
ment of peace, thelr own exchanges hav- 
ig cl@sed for the day. A large -proportion 
of these purchases have come back at 
general losses, if reports usually rellable 
are to be believed. Kurope’s theory that 
our market. should have advanced was 
not regarded as unreasonable. Observ- 
ers there simply viewed the situation 
from a misleading angle.

The Week in London, 


London, September 2.—Operatorg on 
the stock exchange this week were nat- 
urally excited and pleased by thé resuit 
of the peace negotiations which had been 
awaited so long, and speculators and 
investors bought neavily, sending up quo- 
tations all around, war stocks which were 
raost requisitioned, leading the advance: 
A good deal of profit-taking followed the 
upward burst and much of the improve- 
ment disappeared, but the quotations 
show substantial gains for tne week, 
Japanese experiencing a further fill in 
from the reports that Japan will not re- 
quire a further Joan at present. Berlin 
bought Russians freely, but Paris, which 
was upset by the sugar failure, only op- 
erated sparingly, and some. uneasiness 
prevails here as to the outcome of the 
forthcoming settlement in Paris.

Americans developed a reuctionary ten- 
dency, the peace treaty evidently belng 
used in Wall street for heavy realiza- 
tions, while the money sétringency in 
New York made operators here act cau-~- 
tiously. The idea prevailed that the 
highest points had been touched for a 
time, and that prices would balance sev- 
eral points. lower, 

Money has been easy through the week 
and tightened only temporarily by month: 
end requirements. It is expected that 
supplies will continue plentiful, despite 
the autumn requirements.

The local spinners this year will take a 
much larger proportion of the receipts 
of the city. 

The new crop is already beginning to 
arrive. The receipts to date approximate 
one hundred and fifty bales, and the 
daily receipts for next week are ex- 
pected to be several hundred bales. The 
Athens cotton men are looking forward 
to a large trade this year, despite. the 
fact that it is concéded that the crop in 
this immediate section is fully one-third 
off in comparison with that of last sea- 
son,

ETERNAL PUNISHMENT 
SUBJECT OF SERMON 


Augusta,Ge.“September 2.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Clement C. Cary, pastor of the 
Woodtawn Methodist church of this citv 


has created quite a stir locally by the} 
recent delivery of a sermon on ‘‘Eternal | 
Punishment.” He strongly advocates this | 


old doctrine of the early Puritan settlers | 


of this country. 

His text was taken from that familiar 
passage in Matthew—‘‘And these shall go 
away into everlasting punishment, but 
the righteoug into life eternal.’’ 

In part Dr. Cary said: 

“That sin will be punished somewhere 
and at some time goes without question 
That in some degree those who transzress 
Divine law, and are impenitent and un- 
believing must suffer for it, cannot for 


one moment be disputed. Both Scripture | 
and reason affirm it, Disobedience to law | 


is bound to bring evil consequences. 
Hell, therefore, is but the natural result 
of. violated law. 

- “Punishment for sin cannot take place 
in this life. It must occur in the next 
world, or it will not take place at all. If 
there be no future heil, then there will 
be no hell at all for the transgressor in 
the Divine government. This is plain, 
since some sinners cannot and are not 
punished here, for many of them pasg 
out of the world as they are, often in the 
very act of sin, and ail of them itn the 
attitude of antagonism to God, out of 
harmony with Him and disobedient to 
His laws. When and where will the vui- 
cidist be punished? Where will the Sah- 
bath breaker arid the thief and the duel- 


“Tl. Granted, then, that sin must he 
punished in a future state, what will he 


| the duration of that punishment? How 
| long will hell last? Will it be for only a 


| season, 
| therefrom 


when all souls will be released 
and enter hesven? Or will it 
be eternal in duration, and are lost souls 


| entirely without hope? 


“Here is the point of controversy. We 
answer—the Scriptures unquestionad'y 
teach punishment for sin will be without 
end, and reagon strongly fortifies the 
Scriptures. Take this one text, and if it 
can be explained away, then no text can 
Stand the test. Here the same word de- 
Scribes the duration of the punishment 
Of the sinner as expresses the duration 
of the happiness of the righteous in hea- 
ven. Limit one and you must lkewise 
limit the other. Both must be measured 
by the same line. That which shortens 
one must also bring the other to an end 
If the reward of the g00d is eternal in 


duration, so wi 
the wicked. U also be the sufferings of 


| 


| “The very word from which everlast- 


| 


ing is ~erlved gives the idea of duration 
without end, Here are some of the mean- 
ings given to the Greck word, ‘Aion10os:’ 
Lasting perpetually, long-continued, al- 
ways enduring, of lons duration, pe™ma- 
nent, of endless duration, forever, eternal, 
everlasting, alwayg will. be, without end, 
never ceasing. 

“With this array of meanings, quite 
all of which convey the idea of without 
end, something which never ceases, ‘t 
will. be indeed difficult to construe ever- 
lasting punishment’ as coming to an end 
some time. 

“It has been urged, however, that tho 
word ‘everlasting’ is not always used in 
the sense of ‘never-ending’—that it is ap- 
plied to mountains, the Aaronic preist- 
hood, and the possession of Canaan. To 
which we reply that the context in all 
such cases shows conclusively that the 
meaning is limited, and the word is used 
in an exceptional sense. But the ordinary 
meaning of ‘everlasting’ and ‘eternal’ is 
never-ceasing, never-ending. always en- 
during, perpetual. 


“Now {? God did not intend to convey, 


the idea of Infinite duration of punish- 
ment, then are the Scriptures mislead- 
ing, since on their very face they lead 
eut the idea of everlasting hell. If the 
inspired writers had ‘been Universalists, 
Restorationists, or Annihilationists,. would 
they have used a word to describe the 
duration of the punishment of the wicked 
which waS so liable to mislead? Wouid 
a Umiversalist or ‘Second Probationist’ 
now write after the fashion of the writers 
of the Scriptures? Never. The whole 
tenor of the word of God favors eter- 
nal punishment as the doom of the sin- 
rer, while there is no hint that that 
punishment will ever come to an end, 
But it is urged that eternal punishment 
ig altogether disproportionate to thg gtna 
of a short life—that thus to punish sin- 
nera would not be just. 
“To which we reply: 
gesumes in the face of the plain state- 
ments of Scriptures that men are to be 
the supreme judges of the right propor- 
tion of punishment which God should 
vist upon tagasgressors of His laws, and 
that God has gone beyond that pro- 
portion in affixing eternal punishment 
for sin us a penalty for. sin. 
“Secondly, such an objection comes 
with poor show of reason from those 
who urge it when they. live in plain 
discbedierce te revealed law, when they 
have been warned against violating Di- 
Vine law and threateried with an eternal 
hell—when they have been urged and 
entreated and besought to cease sinning

It is to be feared, however, that men 
urge objections against a never-ending 
hell merely as a suDterfuge to cloak their | 
sins, and to excuse themselves from | 
giving their hearts to God and surren-| 
dering the world. Because men cannot | 
gee the justice of a certain penalty for) 
violating law affords no justification for 
breaking law. There seems to some 
people a disproportion between the of- 
fense of horse stealing and house break- 
Ing, and yet in some states the pen- 
alty of such offenses is death. 
“Thirdly, eternal punishment for 
sins of a short life is not so dispronor- 
tlonate as some imagine. Objections to 
fhis doctrine grow out of Iow, loose and 
superficial views of sin. Such objectors 
would make sin a trivial afiair, a small 
matter, man’s misfortune, a mistake, an 
ermmor, a mere infirmity. But it requires 
only careful reading of Divine revela- 
tion to see that Jehovah regards it tn 
quite a different jight. Such objection to 
hell] is On par with the objection urged 
to the severe penalty which was visited 
upon Adam and. Eve for eating the for- 
bidden fruit. ‘Would Almighty God con- 
demn two people so severely merely for 
eating an apple” losing sight entirely of 
how much was involved in that one act. 
These people fali to discern the gravity 
of sin, how heinous it fs, and how hate-

not be obeyed—that God will not punisn 
men for sinning—that he dares to broos 
the displeasure of his Creator. Sin is 
a direct contracdiction of the veracity 
ef God. It means that the sinner vol- 
untarily throws off all allegiance to God, 
denies His authority, and defies his 
maker. It is the will of the finite being 
set up in direct opposition to the Divine 
will, It is rebellion in the government 
of God, insubordination to rightful au- 
thority, refusal to submit to Divine com- 
mands. It is the sinner’s announcement 
to the universe that God's law can be 
disobeyed with impunity, set aside, treat- 
ed with contempe, disregarded, and that 


Almighty God f unjust when He threat- 


ens to punist such transgressors in His 
government with never-ending punish- 
ment. Such a spirit, should it prevail 
throughout the empire of God, would 
prove the entire ruin of the kingdom of 
God. . The very throne of God would 
be overthrown, Jehovah's authority over- 
turned ,and universal anarchy would pre- 
vail. If one sinner has the right to 
sin, all Sinners -have the same right. 
And when one sinnér violates Divine 
law, it means he does not care what 
the consequences may be—that every 
Other free agent may follow his example. 
If such a spirit should become prevalent, 
the same scenes of discor4. of confusion, 
of vice, would appear in other worlds, 
even heaven itself. Kebellion would be 
general. 

“It avails nothing that the sinner does 
not say this in so many words, nor 
that he does not intend this. We must 
judgé him dy the character of his acts 
and by their consequences. 

“Rev. Jagiah Hopkins, an old Presby- 
terlan divine, says: “‘When the sinner 
murmurs at Divine Providence, because 
his plans are -thegeby: Intérrwpted, were 
he able, he would unhinge the order of 
the universe. Men, as Mmited in knowl- 
edge as they may be, are capable of hav- 
ing desires, which, were they gratified, 
would wrest the scepter of universal 
government from the hands of Almighty 
God and consign the universe to anarchy 
and confusion.’ 

Looking at sin in this light, we shall not 
wofider that God has affixed as a penalty 
for & eternal punishment, and such pun- 
ishment will not appear so dispropor- 
tionate when we remember that thus God 
seeks to show to other intelligences His 
attitude toward sin, and must ever show 
His displeasure against it. 

“Fourthly. [f there -is any force in the 
objection we are considering, then it 
proves too “mutch, since it would bear 
against the glorious reward of the right- 
equs. Why give an e@rnity of happiness 
beyond human conception -to men who are 
faithful to God only a few Years, some 
of them only a few hours, like the thier 
on the cross after sugh a life of sin? 

“Then Adam's severe condemnation to 
a life of hard labor for merely eating 
an apple was very disproportionate to 
the slight offense. Then Caanan’s pun- 
ishment was very disproportionate to his 
sin with his father, Noah, whatever that 
Sin was. 

“The fact fs that in punishing sin God 
takes into account not only the intention 
of the sinner, but Jfkewise the character 
of the offense and the consequences there- 
of, The gravity of an offense depends 
largely upon the evil results woich flow 
from that sin. Let {t not be forgotten 
that while sin is a finite act, soon done 
and gone, yet its consequences .may be 
eterna] in duration. Why may not pun- 
ishment for sin last as long ag do the 
wonsequences of sin? 

“Twice in the scriptures are the fallen 
angels and their terrible doom held up as 
a warning to man. Their awful fate and 
example are placed before the eyes of 
earth's inhabitants to deter’them from re- 
belling against God. Since this is so, 
why may not the doom of fallen. man and 
the angels that sinned be eternally held 
up before the gaze of the universe as a 
warning to deter them from following the 
evil example of e 
toh Bee men and angelg who 

‘Professor Cowles wisely suggests: 
hell were destroyed, the impression pro- 
duced by the punishment of sin might 
entirely fade out of created minds In 
the process of ageg this impression would 
probably wane In power, and lose fn viv- 
idness. The time might come when God’s 
great moral lesson wepld need to be re- 
peated. The alternative might be, either 
one eternal hell, or an eterna] succession 
of hells of limited duration. All things 
considered, a single, permanent and an 
equivocal exhibition of the disastrous re- 
Sults of sin is doubtless best for the 
universe.’ 

“If sinners in the present fallen state 
are unfit for heaven, and out of har- 
mony with the King of heaven~—and to 
doubt this is to question @ fact before’ our 
eyes—and there are no provisions beyond 
the grave for changing their natures and 
their will, and for getting rid of their 
sins, then necessarily they must forever 
remain as they are. -If this fallen state 
excludes them from heaven, they must 
exist. elsewhere, and that elsewhere fs 
hell; and this hell, therefore, must in the 
nature of the case be eternal. 

“Heaven and fits inhabitants are holy. 
But sinners are unholy by nature and by 
practice. Dying as they are, in rebellion 
against God, with nothing in common with 
Him, how can they enter heaven? And 
if shut out from that happy place as

| soon as they-enter the future state, how 


can they ever secure that moral fitness 
which is essential for a congenial rest- 
dence in that world, where God rules and 
the angels and redeemed spirits forever 
dwell?’’

A noteworthy feature of the aftermath

Even though the candl- 
dates may differ seriously in the inner 
temples of their thoughts and beliefs, 
they usually announce the creed that m 
their opinion is best suited to attract 
public favor. The politician understands 
sufficiently well in which direction the 
popular mind is trending and he is very 
willing to meet it half way. 

Not being able, therefore, to attack his 
opponent's platform, without attacking 
his own, one candidate indulges in per- 
sonalities and vituperation and a contest 
that should be fought out on the high 
and sober plane of calmest deliberation 
degenerates into a competition of mud- 
slinging. The temporary plaudits of the 
crowd go to him who can sling most 
mud and sling it farthest. 

But there is a reaction, as the Vir- 
ginia campaign aboundingly demonstrates. 
On this subject The Norfolk Landmark 
well Says: 

“It it worth noticing that personalities 
recoiled upon those who used them in 
the primary campaign. They generally 
recoil unless they are founded upon plain 
facts. The man who :s running for of- 
fice has his assertions discounted to a 
certain extent because of his candidacy, 
and if he makes personal attacks without 
due consideration he loses: ground.” 

It may be as well for candidates in 
Georgia to bear in mind this wholesome 
lesson.

Experience vs. Theory at Panama. 

Mr. William J. Oliver, who is known 
throughout the south ag the largest 
railroad contractor in the country, has 
an interview in a recent Washington 
| Post in which he makes the rather 
remarkable declaration that the Pana- 
ma canal will never be built except 
by private contractors. Mr. Oliver, 
who is well known in Atlanta and 
throughout the south, ig at present 
engaged in tunnelling Lookout Moun- 


Orleans and Great Northern, and he 


has successfully handled large engin- 


eering contracts of the kind in various 
parts of the country. Mr. Oliver’s 
statement in The Post follows: 

That is a rather strong statement to 
make, but it seems to me that the pres- 
ent canal methods form only a school 
for engineers and contractors. It takes 
more time to teach them how to do the 
work than it would to bulld the canal 
under private contract. Men who have 


made a success of developing railroads. 


and maintaining them have been put at 
digging a canal. 
Mr. Wallace took with him a large 


‘|number of hands used on the Illinois 


Central, and as they were not used to 
the kind of work required, he and they 
simply fell down. It was said that he 
was to get a $60,000 a year job. Has 
anybody heard of his getting that job? 
Time is constantly wasted in these pri- 
mary methods. . Shonts was the head of 
@ railroad. He knows his. business 
and I know mine, Could I tell him 
how to do.his work or he tell me how 
to do mine? He maintains the railway 
after it is finished. I build the railway 
and turn it over. And so Shonts and 
the engineers and contractors all go 
down to the isthmus to learn the busi- 
ness.

Oliver’s insinuation that Engineer 
Wallace backed out of his canal con- 
struction contract, not because he was 
to drop into a sixty-thousand-dollars- 
a-year job back in “the states,” but 
because the. obstacles presented on 
the isthmus were too formidable, not 
to say appalling, for him to tackle 
wit’ the physica: resources at his 
command.

GOSSIP AT THE CAPITOL 


HE prison commission will meet 
tomorrow for ‘ts September ee¢s- 
sion, and in addition to taking 
up the pardon docket, will discuss the 
question of the establishment of the 


The establishment of thig institution 
is one of the most important quest'ions 
with which the commission has had to 
deal in years, and it proposes to do it 
in the most thorough manner. Following 
a discussion of the de‘ails of the mat- 
ter this. week, the three commissioners, 
Chairman J. 8S. Turner, Thomas Mason 
and General Clement A Evans, will make 
a trip to the gate prison farm in Bald- 
‘win county f@ the purpose of selecting 
a site for the institution. 

It is stated the reformatory will not 
be built on the prison farm proper, but 
on state lands which are not directly 
connected with the penitentiary system, 
the object being to remove the reforma- 
tory as far as possible. from the rest of 
that state institution. One of the chief 
objections raised by certain members of 
the legislature to the Felder bill, when 
it was under consideration, was the fact 
that it was propoged to establish the 
reformatory on the prison farm, for it 
was feared this would defeat one of the 
objects of the institution, in that a 
certain stigma of penitentiary life would 
attach to those youthge sent there for 
the purpose @f reformation. As far 4s 
is possible to dp so the commission will 
seek to obviate any such condition ss 
this. 

The main reformatory building wil be 
of stone and will be built by convict 
The commission will push the 
work as rapidly as possible, but it is not 
thought the institution will be ready for 
taking care of inm¢tes until some time 
next spring.

| TRAINE 


OCTORS 
D IN ATLANTA 


T the regular annua] meeting of 
the Alumni Association of the 
Southern Medical college held July 
1904, a committee of thirty, 
with J. MeFadden Gaston as 
chairman, consisting of preachers 
and graduates of the Southern Medical 
college, was appointed for the purpose 
of devising ways and means of establish- 
ing in the city of Atlanta a_ training 
school for medical missionaries. Continu- 
ously and quietly the work has been go- 
ing on ever since. There have also been 
meetings of the committee, of which 
there was an equal number of preachers 
and physicians present, andan  un- 
tsual amount of enthusiasm was dis- 
played. Among those present were Rev. 
Samuel Young, D. D,; Rev. J. G. Pat- 
terson. D. D.; Rev. W. C. Young, D. D.; 
Rev. B. H. Holt, Rev. W. G. Wood- 
bridge, D. D-; Rev. J. F. Blackburn and 
Rev. C. E. Dowman, D. D. 

Among the physicians present were 
Drs. Samuel A. Visanska, E. L. Awtry, 
W. 8. Wood, Ephraim Smith, EB. Cc. 
Davis, J. C. White, J. G. Green and 
James McFadden Gaston. And then there 
was a meeting of the charter members 
gf the Southern Medical Training School, 
in Order that the charter might fully be 
understood and prepared in accordance 
with the views of all those who wish to 
participate. 

The committee is in perféct sympathy | 
with the sentiment, so appropriately ex- 
pressed in the address of Dr. Gaston, 
president of the meeting, on the day of 
the reunion, and chairman of a commit- 
tee to establish a schoo] for medica] mis- 
sionaries in Atlanta: 

“The time has come when a great 
work can be undertaken, and yet it its 
a work which should not engender any 
animosity or bad feeling, for it jis in- 
tended to fill a gap which is not now 
filled by anyone else. It is a training 
schoo] for medical missionaries, manned | 
by Christian physicians who can give 
instructions to the youth of the land 
who intend to go out in the benighted 
lands of the world and relieve suffering 
humanity. 

“Before going into any details of the 
work it may be well to may that there 
are regions in the world now where there 
is only one man who knows, anything 
about medicine for 500 miles of country! 
There was a time when there was no 
one in this country which I mention, 
and it was necessary to send to San 
Francisco, 2,000 miles away, for a phy- 
sictan when any serious trouble occurred, 
This is a part of our own country, too, 
namely, Alaska, There are other places 
where they even live and die without 
medical aid. This is one thing which 
cannot be gainsaid, and it does not mat- 
ter whether a man believes fn the Lord 
Jesus Christ, or whether he is a wicked 
man; he must agree that suffering hu- 
manity should be relieved, and that 
physicians should be sent to those 
places, but there is also higher work 
for the Christian physician, tnasmuch as 
he can relieve the body and also be 
the means of bringing the glad tidings 
of salvation. He can cooperate with mis- 
sionaries there, preach and open up 
countries where there is now no pos- 
sibility of entering.” 

As a result of the deliberations of 
these active, earnest’ men, the Southern 
Medical] Training school has been put 
upon @ successful basis, and held its 
first opening on last Friday, under 
rie auspicious circumstances. 

e regular course of instruction 
September 1, 1905. A three-story poms 
building, known as No. 104 Edgewood 
avenue, has been fitted up, sO as to be 
used by the Southern Medica] Training 
School. The third floor contains a lecture 
hall, laboratory for chemical and patho- 
logical studies, 4 dark room for eye, nose 
and throat work, a library, a genera] re- 
céption hall, with clinic rooms on one 
Side and the faculty room on the other 
side; all the other departments of any 
other medical school are provided -for, and 
daily clinics are held at the school and 
also at the Atlanta Theological Semi- 
nary. 

The opening of the schoo} was attended 
by the trustees, students and faculty. A 
number of students have enrolied for the 
new year, and it is hoped, by the middle 
of October, quite a number will have 
availed themselves of special offer that 
is given, to test the value of the recita- 
tlon method jn the teaching of medicine 
and surgery. 

W. A. Mulford, of Springfield, Ohio, 
who took a course last year, with a view 
fo going to the foreign fleld as a mis- 
sionary, has written that he would return 
and complete his studies in the Southern 
Medical Training School. 

The exercises were opened wit 
by Rev. Thomag E. Conversze, re ageey, 
tor of The Southern Presbyterian. There 
were words of oheer and great hope from 
many of the best citizens of Atlanta and 
vicinity. Rey. B. H. Hold, a trustee of 
the institution, made reference to the 
need for the school and to the fact: that 
great good had already been done by the 
men engaged in the work of establishing 
this schoo] on a firm basis. He saw a 
great future of usefulness for the South- 
ern Medical Training School, ghort talks 
were made by Dr. J. H. Green, of De- 
catur; Dr, W. 8. Wood, Dr. & lL. Awtry 
Dr. d.

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GEORGIA TO MAK 
JUST HALF CROP 


Report Shows Much Falling 
Of From Acreage, 


Big Slump in Production of Cotton 
as Compared with Last Year. 
Other Crops Shown To Be 
Considerably Below the 
Average. 


Georgia's cotton crop for 1905 is cut 
just about in half, as compared with the 
crop of last year, according to the Au- 
gust crop report, issued yesterday by 
the state department of agriculture. 

In 1904 Georgia had a crop of more 
than 2,000,000 bales. Tht average Geor- 
gia crop for. the last five years has been 
1,523,000 bales The reports received 
by the department of agriculture this 
year show that the crop will be a frac- 
tion less than 75 per cent of the aver- 
age 

In other words the present indications 
are that Georgia's crop for !905 will 
amount to only about 1,130,000 bales. 

This is undoubtedly a big slump, ac- 
counted for in large part by the adverse 
weather conditions, and the reduction of 
the acreagé at the outset, 

The report, as issued by the depart- 
ment, is a carefully prepared statement 
made up from reports received from 
about 1,000 correspondents in various 
parts of the state received on an aver- 
age date of August:30. It was prepared 
under the direct supervision of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture T,. G, Hudson, and 
is considered to present accurately the 
crops conditions as they existed at the 


i|close of August. 


The report shows the condition and 


' prospect of cotton in north Georgia to be 


78.5 per cent; in middle Georgia 73.3 per 
cent, and in southern Georgia 70.8 per 
cent, making the average for the state 
74.3 per cent, as compared to an aver- 
age crop. 

The average condition and prospect of 
other crops in the state, as compared 
to the average, is given in this report as 
tollows: 

Corn, 87 per cent; rice, 91.8 per cent; 
sugar cane, 88.3 per cent; sweet pota- 
toes, 89.9 per cént; tobacco, 84.6 per

Bad Weather Conditions. 

The report says: 

“According to the crop report made to 
the Georgia department of agriculture 
by nearly a thousand correspondents filed 
in this office. at an average date of 
August 30, it will be seen that there 
is a considerable faliing off from the 
average in most of the Georgia crops. 
The heavy and continuous rain, followed 
by the two weeks’ drought, caused seri- 
ous damage to the cotton crop in the 
way of rust, black root, shedding, eto. 
Some farmers complain also of the de- 
Struction of squares and bolls by in- 
sects. Owing to the weather conditions 
the crops became very grassy, which 
prevented their proper working. 

“The average of the Georgia cotton 
crop for the past five years is 1,523,000 
bales. The reports this year show that 
the crop will approximate 743-10 of the 
above figures.’’

Announcement Was Made Public as 
Soon as Case Developed and 
and Not Siightest Alarm 
| Is Felt in Atlanta—His- 

tory of Case, 


A case of yellow fever, brought from 
| Pensacola, Fla., has beén discovered in 
Atlanta and the patient, John C. Caruth- 
ers, is now at the detention camp, 3 
miles out from the city. 

Caruthers reached Atlanta Thursday 
night and stopped at one of the smaller 
hotels of the city. Friday morning he 
was taken ill and during the day re- 
paired to the offices of the city board of 
health, tasking that his condition be 
looked into, Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, examined the man and 
detected symptoms of yellow fever. 

The detention camp had been in readi- 
ness for some time, it having been 
screened and otherwise prepared for the 
reception of yellow fever patients at the 
direction of Mayor Woodward, as it has 
been thought for some time that a case 
might develop, as many refugees were 
coming to Atkanta from New Orleans 
and other points where the fever has 
appeared. - 

Caruthers was, as soon as Dr. Ken- 
nedy finished his examination, taken to 
the camp and placed in a_ closely 
screened room. Dr. W. B. Summerall, 
who is in charge of the detention camp, 
has had yellow fever and he is. per- 
sonally looking after Atlanta’s lone case. 
Caruthers was pretty sick yesterday, but 
mo fears are entertained for his re- 
covery. 

Dr. Kennedy secured the services 0 
Miss Hunt, a trained nurse, to attend 
to the yellow fever patient and she will 
remain at the detention camp until Ca- 
ruthers is so far advanced on the road 
to recovery that her services are ho 
longer needed. 

While the news of this case of fever 
'was the topic of much discussion yester- 
| day, there was no alarm manifested by 
‘anyone. At the office of the board of 
health it was stated that there was ab- 
solutely no grounds for worry on the 
part of a single resident of Atlanta.

Prompt Publicity Given. 

In accordance with the promise made 
some time ago the fact that a case of 
vellow fever exists in the city was im- 
mediately made known by the mayor 
and officials of the board of health and 
sanitary department. 

The city board of health immediately 
ceased issuing health certificates at 
once, as did Dr. Wertenbaker, who is 
in charge of the United States health 
office located in Atlanta. The latter tele- 
graphed to Surgeon General Wyman, of 
the United States army, and will wait 
for instructions from him, 

At both offices yesterday afternoon 
there was a constant stream of callers, 
many of whom expressed chagrin that 
they could not secure certificates, but 
none seemed to regard the presence of a 
case of fever in the city as any cause 
for alarm. 

There have been in the past a number 
of cases of this disease {in Atlanta, but 
an instance of the fever belng communi- 
cated to a patient here has never taken 
place. Atlanta physicians have always 
maintained that it would be a practical 
impossibility to communicate the @isease 
here and to demonstrate this physicians 
have slept in the same room with yel- 
low fever patients, 

In 1897 the last case was brought 
here, the patient being a young lady 
who was taken sick in an Auburn ave- 
nue residence. Her case was treated right 
there, in the very heart of the city, and 
Bhe soon recovered without communicat- 
Ipg the disease to any one.

As to the evacuation of Manchuria, the 
Japanese wanted the method and time of 
the withdrawal of the troops particular- 
ized and the number of the railroad 
guards which are to remain specified in 
the bond. To permit this question to be 
left open would be equivalent to a tacit 
understanding that Russia was to retain 
her “sphere of influence’”’ in northern and 
Japan hers in southern Manchuria. __ It 
would revive in a way the very situation 
which existed before the war. Control of 
Manchuria might become a bone of con- 
tention leading eventually to another war. 

The interruption of communication with 
Japan may delay slightly the signing of 
the treaty. The Associated- Press can 
State definitely that no messages have 
reached the Japanese plenipotentiaries for 
four days and they are now proceeding 
under their general instructions. 

A cable has been received from the 
Japanese consul at Hong Kong saying 


that he could not tell wnen communica- 


tion would be restored. The typhoon 
which interrupted communication was 
very severe, but it is not known whet/gr 
it affected both the land and submarine 
lines. Baron Komura has not yet de- 
cided whether upon the engrossment of 
the treaty he will assume the responst- 
bility of signing it without direct author- 
ity from the Japanese emperor. If ‘he 
does not, however, the delay will be only 
a matter of two or three days.

Most Unpleasant News for America 
Is Discovery of Second Case at 
Hamburg—Two Other Fresh 
Cases in East 
Prussia. 


Berlin, September 2.—The record tonight 
stands at 5! cholera cases and !I9 deaths, 


a steady increase and a high percentage! 


of mortality. 

‘The most uneasy news for America is 
that a second case exists at Hamburg. 
It was officially reported late today that 
a laborer in St. George’s hospita: where 
the Russian emigrant died has cholera, 
but it is added that the seizure is of a 
milder form than the previous one. 

Two of the other fresh cases are in East 
Prussia, indicating that the infected area 
has widened. The imperial health office 
ag shown by the statement made today, 
is confident that it has the disease in 
hand. 

The most recently reported victims are 
among the Russian rivermen in quaran- 
tine. Professor Adolph Kafka, Professor 
Koch's successor a head of tne Intitute 
of Infectiou Diseases, and he had gone 
to the infected district to direct the 
measures to confine the diseasc. 

The Institute of Infectious Diseases wil] 
be open al] night, examining secretions 
taken from the digestive tubes of persons 


who have died under circumstances sig- 
gesting cholera. From time to time 
courlerg arrive from some port of G 
many with portions of bodies done u 
hermetically.

The 
one rare book, however, which, between 
picnics and drives and chatter and eve- 
nings at the hotel, I have had time to 
devour is an old, old book, known well 
to literateurs of the past generation, but 
only slightly familiar to readers of my 
time, and a closed treasure to the young 
folks of the present. This is Lady 
Blessington’s conversations with Lord 
Byron. Such a quaint, clever, amiable 
little volume. A wonder it is that a 
book so kind can have so much within it 
that is witty and interesting—especially 
a woman’s book. This may not sound 
nice of me, but women, even IUterary 
ladies, are not agg to be as broad-minded 
as men; so it is delightful to find a grand

From cover to cover there is no line

Many ladies 
thus honored Byron, among them an Ital- 
who traveled to an inn 
where the poet was staying over night. 
She entered the sitting room of the inn 
at nightfall, excited and fatigued; seeing 
a very good looking young man its sale 
occupant, she threw herself upon his 
bosom and declared her passion, telling 
of the long journey she had endured to 
find him. The astonished recipient of 
this demonstration proved to be not the 
poet, but his secretary, who blushed and 
stammered and was perfectly miserable. 
When he had disengaged himself and ex- 


plained that he wasn’t the man she was 


in love with, the grand lady got per- 
fectly furious with tim for not being, 
and drove away forthwith in a touring 
rage. Now, we may do many things these 
days, but not many of us women outside 
of France go into these hysterical condi- 
tions of imaginative sentiment, 

Byron has much to say of women to 
his dear Lady Biessington. All he says 
Through every dissertation 
on the sex he knew and loved so well, 
there shines out the conviction of the 
poet’s belief in the goodness of woman, 
and his admiration of all that goég to its 
making. 


Of woman’s beauty he says: 

“Women have been pointed out to me 
as beautiful who never could have inter- 
ested my ‘feelings. from their want of 
countenance or expression, which means 
countenance; and others who were little 
remarked have struck me as being capti- 
vating from the force of countenance.

“This is the grave. of Ale@ander 
Stephens, the Brandfather of our late 
governor, Alexander H. Stephens. 

“Alexander Stephens was an Enclish- 
man by birth. When in. his teens he 
espoused the cause of Charles Edward, 
the ‘young chevalier,’ in his il] advised 
attempt to restore the Stuarts to the 
English “tréne. This was in the year 
1745. After a series of wonderful suc- 
cesses, the forces of Edward were defeat- 
ed—almost annihilated—at Cu,ioden 
Moor, April, 1746. 

“Edward, with great difficulty, made 
his escape, and then fonmowed a reign 
of terror on the part -of the Englisua 
for any and all who had taken part in 
the revolt. No mercy was shown. The 
beagles of the duke of Cumberland fol- 
| lowed the track of all who were hiding 
or seeking to escape. Everywhere tnefre 
was slaughter and remorseless cruelty.

_Loval, though 90 years of age, was not 
| Spared, €@nd his head was severed from

Stephens determined to seek his fortune 
elsewhere. 

“In 1795 he emigrateqd to Georgia, 
bringing along with him little else of 
éarthly treasures save a wife, several 
children and an unbroken spirit. 

‘He first made his homein Elbert coun- 
ty, and afterwards came to Kettle creek 
in Wilkes county. He then came to live 
with his youngest son, Andrew B. Steph- 
ens, who, beginning to teach at I4 years 
of age, on the south side of Little river, 
saved his money and bought a small 
tract of land, the nucleus of what was 
afterwards greatly added to, and is 
known as the “Stephens Homestead.’’ 
It is situated some 2 1-2 miles east of 
Crawfordville. 

“The loving and faithful wife had, be- 
fore this died and was buried on the 
farm at-Kettle creek. 

“One can scace repress a sigh, as he 
thinks of the harsh ruling of fate in 
the case of this faithful, trusting model 
of a wife. She had given up all, incur- 
red the ill-will of her father, became 
a disinherited outcast from home. Ev- 
ery act of her life emphasized the words 
of faithful Ruth: ‘Entreat me not to 
leave thee, or to return from following 
after thee; for whither thou goest I 
will go; and where thou lodgest I will 
lodge.’ Sad the thought that fate 
should deny her the further wish of 
Ruth: ‘Where thou diest I will die, 
and there will I be buried.’ 

“Captain Stephens lived to the patri- 
archal age of 87 and died n I8!13. His 
remains lie entombed in the lonely grave- 
above spoken of some 300 yards north- 
east of the homestead burial ground. 
What is known as the homestead burial 
ground is not far from the place where 
the dwelling once stood. ‘The first grave 
made here was that of Alexander H. 
Stephens’ mother, wife of .«ndrew B. 
Stephens. 

‘“‘Here lie the remains of Amdrew Bas- 
kins Stephens, his wife, Margaret Grier 
and many other members of the Steph- 
ens family. Hon. Alexander H. Stephens 
had the ground :nclosed by a stone wall, 
and the graves marked by tablets of 
marble.

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NOVELISTS FIGHT GEORGIA ROAD LAW: 


CASE GOES TO THE SUPREME COURT 
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HATTANOOGA, TENN., September 
2.—(Special.)—At the next term of 
the supreme court of the state of 
Georgia an interesting case which will 
decide the status of the antiquated road 
law of that state will be heard. 

The principal actors in this dramatic 
case are Miss Alice M@Gowan and Mrs. 
Grace McGowan-Cooke, writers of ante 
bellum history, whose writing have ap- 
peared m the leading magazinies of the 
country. These southern novelists studied 
literature -in the principal schools of 
New York and Brooklyn, and after trav- 
eling extensively they purchased a rural 
home place just over the Georgia. line 
in Catoosa county, a short distance from 
Chattanooga. They erected gates at the 
entrance and exit of an old country 
road seldom traveled, and just across 
the road from the cottage they erected 
a cotiage which they use as their study, 
where they engage themselves  portray- 
ing the stories of southern life. 

Soon after they had erected the gates 
they were accosted by the road ordi- 
nary, whose office is antiquated to the 
extent that the law is under which the 
ordinary operates. He warned the nov- 
elists to take down .the. gates and leave 
the old road unobstructed. They argued 
that the road had been seldom used and 
for that reason they could see no reason 
why it should be opened to the public. 
In a short. time. a deputy sheriff ar- 
rived, armed with a bench werrant, I!s- 
sued from the bench of Judge Fite, who 
is a candidate for congress, opposing 
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THE MacGOWAN SISTE RS’ HOMESTEAD. 
The old road in dispute is between the study and cottage which is on the left. 


Congressman Gordon Lée,-in. whose ju- 
risdiction the issue was to be tried. 

The principals in this little‘drama were 
not yet convinced that they were wrong 
and the matter was reported to the 
grand jury of Catoosa county, who found 
a true bill against each one of them. 
The cases were duly tried in the court 
by Judge Fite, and they were found 
guilty, but no fine was imposed. Judge 
Fite expressed the opinion that the law 
is one of ye olden time and should be 
tested by the supreme court. The at- 
torney for the novelists, Judge Payne, 
formerly of the Empire .State of the 
South, took an appeal at once.
